Decatur, Ind., Feb. 24.—With the in- ] 


dications that the city has gone "dry" 
by about 100, reports from the county 
show a majority of over 600 has been 
rolled up against the saloons. 


With the exception of a number of 


heated arguments between the "wets" 
and the "drys" on the streets the op- 
tion election passed Oft quietly. 
At 


noon three-fourths of the normal vote 
had been cast In the three Decatur 
wards, which Is a'record without pre- 
cedent in this city.- The ."wets" and 
"drys" alike operated carriages to tho 
pells and every vote was gathered by 
one side or the other. 


The ministers o£ the city as a unit 


put forth their every ettort to make 
"dry" votes out of the "wet" and one 
man who was an ardent supporter ot 
the liquor interests was brought to 
tears by the argument presented by a 
temperance worker who asked him if 
his only boy had not been doomed on 
account of the saloon. The man wept 
bitterly and went to the polls, saying 
he would vote against the saloon. 


The "wets" were much in evidence 


on the streets and their persistence 
in starting arguments made it neces- 
sary for the city marshal several times 
to disperse the throngs which congre- 
gated on the street corners. Reports 
from over the county are to the ef- 
fect that a large.vote has been cast 
and both sides were well represented 
in every precinct.

Senate Balks on Returning 


Bang Bill to the House 


by Request. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 24.—As a result 


of Governor Marshall's message of 
disapproval of the passage of the 
King bill to Increase the tax levy for 
state educational institutions 
from 


2% cents to 4 cents tho house yes- 
terday reconsidered and killed the 
bill. 


A message was sent to the senate 


asking that the bill be returned to 
the house. 
The senate 
declined, 


more, it seems, to leave the house in 
a sweat than because of any intention 
to pass the measure, there being a 
strong probability that it will die In 
the senate If the democratic members 
stand united against its passage. 


The governor's- message declared 


that at the rate it was going the 
house! would put the state in a hole 
financially, unless a halt were called. 


"1 .. had hoped that the tax 
levy 


would be reduced," he said, "but my 
fear now is that you will make ap- 
propriations which can not be met." 


A portion of the message was di- 


rected at the King bill, which was 
passed by a vote of 52 to 42 in the 
louse on Monday. 


Governor Marshall referred to the 


!act 
that 19 per cent of the pupils 


at Indiana, Purdue and the state nor- 
mal were nonresidents of the state, 
'rom whom a tuition fee of only $25 
.s collected. The Increased tax levy 
provided for in the King bill goes to 
these three institutions.. 


Traveled a Hard Road. 


The King bill had a stormy career. 


"When It passed the house on Mon- 
day Representative King made an ef- 
Tort to make it impossible to call,the 
vote on the bill up again for recon- 
sideration, but failed. 
This left it 


open to recall. 


. The reading of the message from 
the Governor taking the house to task 
for its action bad hardly been con- 
cluded when. Representatlyo Kleckner 
offered a motion that the vote on the 
King bill, No. 381, be reconsidered. 


Representative King as promptly 


moved that the' Kleckner motion be 
laid on the table and demanded the 
ayes and noes. The vote on the mo- 
tion to- table was 40 In favor and 60 
against, the vote being closely along 
party lines. 
Representatives 
Maas, 


Merrlman, Mitchell, Raoey, Sunkel, 
Hay and Harris were the democrats 
who favored the King motion. 


The vote on passage was then tak- 


en with the same result, the number 
for defeat being 50 and those in favor 
being 40. 
Representative King, re- 


publican, floor leader, changed his 
vote from aye to no In order to again" 
move for reconsideration. He was a 
little slower than Garrard, the 'demo- 
cratic floor leader, who moved that 
the bill be reconsidered, and then 
moved to take the motion for recon- 
sideration. 
The effect of this was to 


effectually 
prevent the bill 
being 


again .called . onto the floor of the 
house. A rising vote was taken, with 
the result'that Representative Gar? 
rard's motion carried. So far as the 
'houije 
is concerned this' kills tie 


measure. 


• fhere, however, remained yet 
an- 


other step to be taken, according to 
Floor Leader'Garrard, who then of- 
fere'd..a..motion that the senate be In- 
formed that the house had reconsid- 
ered .its action, -with a request that 
the 'senate return the bill. 


Representative Talbot- (rep.) ridi- 


culed .the action, saying that the ac- 
tion of the house hafl been futile, and

sage, which, he said, was practically 
the same as nad been handed to 
legislatures for years. He said the 
state debt was being steadily reduced, 
and that the state institutions must 
be maintained. The heavier expense, 
he said, was due to large increased at- 
tendance. 


Representative 
Wise 
(dem.) 
up- 


held the governor, saying the present 
tax levy for the schools, with the in- 
creased taxable values, would

nish abundant revenue. 


Representative King declared tho 


increase in attendance had been ten 
times the increase that would accrue 
from the heavier tax duplicate. 


When the vote was taken a num- 


ber of the' members had explanations 
of their vote to make.

cause the State Normal school, which 
he said did not need, it was to be 
made a beneficiary of the levy. 
Hauck voted "no" for the reason that 
the increased taxables would furnish 
the needed extra revenue. McGinnis 
voted "no" because he thought the 
state bad already given all it could 
Representative Mugg voted "no" be- 
cause he had received new light from 
the governor's message. 


It was necessary for Speaker Honan 


to call in a number of the absent be- 
fore the total vote of 50 opposed to 
the passage could be polled. 
The 


number 50 was essential to keep the 
bill from being again considered, for 
lack of a constitutional majority. 


Wood Oppoiea Return of Bill. 


The opposition In the senate to re- 


turning the bill came from Senator 
Wood. As soon as the message from 
the house was read he moved that tho 
senate decline to comply with tho re- 
quest. Senator Stotsenburg thought it 
would be merely -courtesy 
due 
the 


house to return the bill. On the vote 
on the motion all of the democratic 
senators voted to return the bill ex- 
cept Proctor. 
The republicans were 


solid in support of the stand taken by 
Senator Wood, and a message was 
sent to the-house In accordance with' 
the vote, declining to return the bill. 


Relief Measure Is Passed. ; 


Boti the senate and the house .-yes', 


terday suspended the rules and passed 
the bill favored by various state offi- 
cials to enable the state to call for 
state funds In the hands of county 
treasurers, before the regular settle- 
ment times, as provided under the de- 
pository law. 


Representative Garrard, the 
demo- 


cratic floor leader in the house, intro- 
duced the bill yesterday 
afternoon, 


then called for the suspension of the 
rules.

though he played with the or- 


ganization for some years after laying 
down the leadership, and was recog- 
nized and loved, not only as a famous 
bandman, but a kindly, generous and 
companionable friend, .He has served 
as a member of the city council from 
1,he Seventh -ward, and was a member 
of Fort Wayne lodge of Elks, and of 
St. Peter's Catholic church. 


First a Violinist, 


Mr. Keinz was born in Hesse-Darm- 


stadt, Germany, in 1840, and from the 
first his'tastes led him along musical 
Tvaj% As a child he learned the vio- 
lin, vlth Ills father as instructor, and 
later took up the cornet, in 1853 Mr. 
Keinz came to America, and for two 
years played the cornet in Rupple's 
band and the famous Dodsworth band. 
He then removed to Chicago, where 
lie remained seventeen, years, playing 
under such famous directors as Hans 
Balatka, Rosenbecker, Johnny 
Hand 


and others. 


When the civil war broke out Mr. 


Keinz enlisted at Chicago as. a musi- 
cian for the ninety-day service with 
Lincoln's first call for volunteers, but 
retired at the end of his term of en- 
listment and returned to Chicago to 
continue his career as a profeslsonal 
musician. 


Then came the great Chicago fire in 


1871, 
in which Mr. Keinz and bis fam- 


ily lost practically all their 
earthly 


possessions. 
The husband had rela- 


tives in Fort "Waj-ne, and to this city 
they came to 
begin anew. A few 


months earlier he had visited Fort 
Wayne with the Great Western band 
of Chicago, which had started out on 
a benefit concert tour to raise funds 
fbr the fire sufferers. 


Founded Kelnz'i Band. 


For some time Mr. Keinz played 


with Leiffel's band in Fort Wayne, un- 
der the leadership of Charlie Jones. 
F. J. Reineke and the late Fred Goe- 
bel were also members of this organ- 
ization, but in 1872 Jones joined a-cir- 
.cus band, taking with him Goebel and 
Reineke, and in April, 1872, Mr. Keinz 
gathered together the remaining mu- 
sicians 
and 
organized what 
was 


known 'as Keinz's baud. 


Keinz was regarded as a master of

century rolled around Mr. Keinz did 
not retire. .

which quickly rose to eminence in 
musical circles and won triumphs year 
after year, not only in Fort Wayne bi:t 
in other cities as well. 


Mr. Keinz Was Long Leader. 


From the date of its organization 


down to 1902 Mr. Keinz was the-City 
band's leader, and to him was freely 
accorded much of the credit for the 
organization's success. The City band 
was incorporated in 1879 and Hi? per- 
petuated in the present City Packard 
band.
